Two  mpni>>ers  of  the  city  police 
department  will  be  sent  U)  the  in- 
ternational ti(X)d  Will  Revolver 
Shoot  to  be  held  in  Seattle  on  July 
19.  It  was  announced  yesterday  by 
Chief  of  Police  Thomas  Heatley. 

The  two  sriected  are  Detectives 
Jack  Rogers  and  Hanrey  Bamford. 
who.  during  the  practices  for  the 
victoria  shoot,  have  been  turning  in 
some  excellent  cards.  It  Is  expect- 
ed that  these  two  men  will  return 
with  at  least  one  prize  and  give  the 
other  competitors  a  close  coiU'  st 

Chief  Heatley  yesterday  addressed 
the  members  of  the  police  force  on 
the  use  ^  flrsarma.  He  pointed  out 
that  target  praotloe  waa  an  essen- 
tial part  of  a  policeman's  duty. 

In  the  chasing  of  hold-up  men 
and  the  capturing  of  them,  the  u.se 
of  a  revolver  Is  frequently  nece.ssary, 
the  chief  said,  and  explained  that 
every  ofBcer  should  know  how  to 
use  his  gun  without  endangering  the 
lives  of  peaceful  citizens. 

The  value  of  shooting  to  disarm, 
rather  than  to  kill,  alao  was  pointed 
out  by  the  chief,  who  said  that  only 
by  constant  practice  COUld  an  of- 
ficer become  so  eftlclent  as  to  place 
his  .shof.s  where  he  wished. 

Once  It  WAS  known  that  members 
of  a  police  force  wen'  hit;hlv  ef- 
ficient In  the  use  of  firearms,  crim- 
inals would  become  more  timid 
about  pUnnlng  hoU-ups,  or  using 
flrearms  themselves. 

Chief  HeaUey  declared  that  he 


was  gratified  with  the  manner  In 
which  the  men  were  practising,  and 
noticed  that  many  of  the  new  men 
were  developing  Into  good  shot.";  "I 
have  rea-^on  to  lx>licve  that  we  .shall 
develop  some  of  the  best  shots  on 
the  coast.  There  Is  no  reaaon  why 
you  mm  should  not  become  good 
Shots.  With  our  own  ammtmitioa 
plant  and  the  wholehearted  oo-op- 
eratlon  of  Claude  Harrison  In  the  in- 
struction of  the  use  of  firearms 
every  opportunity  is  afforded  each 
i.ffl<  cr  to  beci  :ne  proficient,  1  ex- 
pect you  to  become  proficient,  and 
am  gratified  that  you  are  Uklng  so 
keen  an  interest  in  the  practices," 
he  concluded.

"The  garden  of  life  asid  religion  has  comers 

full  of  dead  acorns  that  can  never  be  oaks,  and 
rosebuds  only  fit  for  burning.  Plilites  have  trav- 
eled in  the  same  ships  as  missionaries;  and  weeds 
have  grown  on  the  Rock  of  Ages,  ere  now." 
What  the  foregoing  summarizes  is  a  thought 
put  forward  by  Dr.  Lauchlan  MacLean  Watt,  the 
Moderator  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  a  thought 
which  springs  up  inevitably  when  the  innumer- 
able Calvaries  beside  which  the  Church  has 
watched  are  recalled.  That  Church,  indeed,  has 
stood  through  the  Christian  era  with  the  two 
thieves,  Superstition  and  Materialism,  on  either 
aide  of  her.  Through  it  all,  however.  Dr.  Watt 
believes  tliat  rellRlon  l.s  .steadfa.st,  that  the  heart 
and  brain  and  muscle  of  the  Church  must  keep 
•q»aadlat  for  bar  great  campaigning,  and  that 
there  can  be  BO  death  in  «i]rtbing  which  hM 
truth  in  it. 

Dr.  Watt  says  that  from  time  to  time  there 
qbmw  io  the  Church  the  necessity  to  give  an 
answer  about  love.  In  going  through  life  there 
if  a  progress  either  from  a  rising  or  to  a  setting 
Alh.  Whichever  way  there  Is  movement  there 
ft  walking  along  the  shadow  or  dragging  it  at 
^e  heels  like  a  captive.  "If  we  only  knew," 
iays  Df.  Watt,  "we  move  under  a  rainbow  of 
promise  In  the  daytime  and  countless  galaxies 
of  Love  Divine  in  the  dark.  Atul,  at  our  best, 
we  learn  Uiat  it  Is  not  Hfe  that  matters  but 
the  spirit  in  which  we  face  it  and  the  courage 
wi^li  which  we  take  defeat  or  victory."  In  effect 
he  says  Uiat  what  the  Church  should  Inculcate 
is  the  gospel  of  trust  and  mutual  confidence. 
Charity  should  put  her  hand  across  the  mouth 
of  the  mischief -mak«r.  Lovt  should  arreii  the 
iower  of  elaas-hato  MBonff  tht  ftaldii  of  the 
world. 

in  hlf  view  on  the  neceaaity  for  Christian 

love  as  a  primal  cau.se  of  true  religion  Dr  Watt 
might  have  gone  further'  in  his  exposition.  The 
leva  of  Ood  invincibly  implies  a  love  of  man- 
kind. It  is  a  law  of  nature  that  the  loveless  life 
dwindles  and  is  exUngulsbid.  Christ  taught 
that  life  Is  rooted  in  love,  that  It  la  the  aole 
creative  forco  and  the  sole  preservative  one  a.s 
well.  Hie  Saviour  enjoined  the  duties  of  loving 
ont**  Ood  and  one's  neighbor.  "This  do,"  he  said, 
**MMl  thou  Shalt  live  "  In  other  words,  to  fulfill 
Xti  w^es,  la  to  believe  in  Him  and,  he  that 
balieveth  mall  never  die.  Love,  therefore,  ae- 
OOfdlng  to  the  Chrl.stian  ideal  is  the  .srrret  of 
Immortatity.  X|iere  are  many  forces  ol  a  mun- 
dane character  at  war  with  the  soul.  There  are 
distracting  Influencei.  It  Is  the  personality  filled 
With  the  love  of  Ood  which  Implies  love  of 
fellow  man.  ■  It  Is  Immunised  against  destruc- 
tive powers.  There  is  nothing  that  can  ulti- 
mately defeat  love.  The  weapons  that  oppose 
It  are  turned  to  Its  use  because  It  haa  the  power 
of  endm.iiH  (  brr:i\i.'.r  it  helirvrs  that  In  the  end 
there  must  be  triumph.  The  Christian  assur- 
ance is  based  on  that  fact  that  Ood  is  love. 

Love  Implies  the  most  disinterested  sacrifice, 
and  such  lias  at  the  root  of  religion.

It  appears  from  a  dispatch  to  the  South  am 
papers  ttiet  Arthur  Or«^wood,  a  young  gentle 
man  who  occupies  the  position  of  president  of 
the  Oxford  Union,  haa  been  attending  Oxford 
uroop  boose  partlaa  oad  disofvroves  of  them 
In  an  attack  upon  the  movement,  young  Mr. 
Greenwood  uses  language  in  the  spirit  and  the 
authentic  stylo  of  a  stetoanth  eonttiry  contro- 
vensialist  He  .speaks  of  the  movement  as  a  hot 
Mospelllng  movement,  as  a  quack  religion,  as 
using  a  Buehmanlte  ]argon.  as  a  masqtisrade, 
and  a.s  pro.stltuting  and  trading  on  the  name  of 
the  university.  Well  might  the  unprejudiced 
reader  exelalm  in  the  woids  of  BolhwoU  to  "Old 
Mortality,"  when  he  was  as.salled  by  the  eloquent 
Mause  Ueadngg;  This  is  the  finest  language  I 
ever  heard!" 

Mr.  Greenwood  announces  that  Oxford  "dis- 
owns" the  Oxford  Groups.  The  ground  for  this 
assertion  Is  Mr.  Greenwood's  claim  that  he  speaks 
for  95  per  rent  of  the  undergraduates.  One  of 
the  Southam  newspapers  apparently  accepts  Mr. 
Greenwood's  elnim  at  Hs  face  value,  pointedly 
stating  in  a  two-column  heading  that  the  move- 
ment is  "disowned"  by  the  ancient  university. 

It  may  be  remarked,  however,  that  "uni- 
versity" and  "undergracUates"  are  hardly  con- 
vertible terms  and  that  it  is  at  least  doubtful 
whether  a  very  large  proportion  of  Oxford  under- 
graduates would  endorse  Mr  Greenwood's  lang- 
uage. Nevertheless,  the  episode  is  at  least  a  sign 
that  religion  Is  a  live  Interest  among  the  young 
men  of  university  age.  Also,  Mr.  Greenwood's 
outbreak  may  induce  us  to  be  less  severe  in  our 
disapproval  of  the  religious  disputants  of  earlier 
times.  It  may  help  to  reconcile  us  to  the  ro- 
bustious style  of  controversy  In  vogue  in  the 
day  of  Calvin  and  Servetus,  Whitglft  and  Cart- 
wright,  Luthtr  and  Zwinglo.

Aiivs  of  hoMmi.;  it  were  di.s- 
coveifd  S'>  tliii;  t!ie  K'ert'f'  could  not 
spill  over  cverytliuig,  and  so  ihat  li.e 
danger  of  fire  might  be  lessened  To 
the  use  of  candles  l-*!  d'le  many  of 
the  tragedies  of  life  r  .  (  tally  in 
ths  matter  of  bums.  Mrs.  Longfel- 
low, the  poet's  wife,  lost  her  ttf e  In 
udng  a  candle  in  eoonecttctt  with 
sealing  wax.  Unfortunately  her 
Elecv(  caught,  fire,  with  fatal  results. 

A  snuffer  wa.s  one  of  the  flrst  In- 
ventions connected  with  candles, 
shaped  like  a  .scissors,  witli  a  little 
closed-up  box  on  the  end  to  hold  the 
flaming  wick  that  was  nipped  oft  to 
give  better  light.  Who  has  not  heard 
of  a  iralque  way  In  which  the  word 
thief  was  used  which  was  applied 
whenever  a  bit  of  wMt  tot  down  on 
the  side  of  the  candle  and  was  mak- 
ing fast  Inroads  Into  the  candle  by 
a  back-door  process,  as  it  were?  It 
would  soon  consume  the  entire  can- 
dle, and  if  it  fell  by  the  .side  and 
there  was  no  one  there  to  catch  the 
thief  the  whole  house  might  be  In 
danger,  amt^to  i amove  a  thief  Irom 
a  candle  was  a  well-known  eflort 
In  early  days.  There  was  no  run- 
ning about  after  him  and  no  danger 
of  being  shot  at.  as  it  was  stanply 
putting  out  of  the  way  a  tieaeherous 
thief  on  the  can'dle. 

Chief  Heatlrv  s  life  would  be  much 
more  comfort Rb'e  if  our  pood  chief 
had  only  tallow  candle  thieves  to 
deal  with.  There  are  many  ways  of 
holding  a  candle,  and  here  is  one: 
Take  an  ordinary  whisky  bottle, 
don't  throw  away  the  contents,  espe- 
cially if  it's  Black  and  White  tplease 
have  a  heart).  The  suggestion  is  not 
an  advertisement  sanctioned  by  the 
Government  In  cwmectlon  with  the 
disposal  of  whisky  Soak  a  piece  of 
darning  wool  in  coal  oil,  wind  the 
same  tightly  twice  around  the  bottle, 
about  an  inch  from  the  bottom,  set 
Are  to  It  and  plunpe  the  bottle  into 
water,  deep  enough  to  cover  the 
heated  ring.  The  bottom  of  the  bot- 
tle Will  drop  off  as  neatly  as  if  it 
had  been  cut  off  by  some  sharp  ta- 
strument.  Use  the  neck  of  the  bottle 
as  a  handle,  dropping  the  oandle 
Into  the  nerk  Fill  an  empty  tomato 
tin  with  .sand,  .stick  the  neck  of  the 
bottle  Into  the  .sand,  and  for  ordi- 
nary tent  use  it  comes  in  handy, 
affording  a  clear  light  f  .r  reading 
and  for  many  other  purposes  in  lieu 
of  a  lamp  or  any  other  light.  Tills 
is  camplng-out  time,  and  many  of 
the  old-time  sdMmes  will  be  found 
useful.  This  way  to  handle  a  candle 
Is  one  which  was  in  frequent  use 
amongst  the  pioneers,  especially 
when  living  in  tents. 

A  bottle  of  ammonia  with  a  gKv 
stopper  placed  in  your  kit  will  be 
found  priceless  In  case  of  burns 
caused  by  catching  hold  of  the  hot 
handle  of  a  frying  pan.  or  picking 
up  an  Innocent  looking  coal  from 
your  camp  fire  of  the  previous  night 
Thii  might  cause  a  severe  bum  to 
your  fingers  while  you  are  dealing 
with  the  morning  fire.  The  appli- 
cation of  ammonia  will  at  once  re- 
move the  pain.  Should  a  wasp,  yel- 
low Jacket  or  any  other  of  those  vig- 
orous little  winged  fellows  light  on 
you.  ammonia  applied  to  the  part 
stung  Ls  tho  remedy  In  namlnc  the 
wasp  as  a  fellow.  It  Is  said  nature 
has  provided  the  female  wasp  an  the 
carrier  of  the  sting  and  that  the 
male  Is  not  so  armed.  The  male 
species  Is  said  to  be  harmless.  Well, 
if  so.  It's  the  only  instance  in  nature 
wherein  the  male  "bird"  is  inno- 
cent and  won  t  sling  if  he  can  get  a 
chance 

Cnmplna:  out  In  early  days  was 
much  like  11  Is  today.  exceiH  that  It 
was  not  nearly  so  free  from  care. 
TiM  advantage  of  canned  goods  in 
this  age  was  not  in  evidence  nearly 
so  much  long  ago  for  the  conve- 
nience of  eampars.  To  put  up  In 
the  home  meats  and  many  neces- 
sary foods  meant  much  lalvor  for  the 
wife  or  servnnt.s  in  early  times  that 
can  be  avo'ded  now.  Doing  away 
with  the  team  Is  far  less  labor  for 
mea  of  the  party  Camp  life  for- 
merly afforded  much  enjoyment,  but 
there  was  heaps  of  labor  compared 
to  campUig  out  in  this  age  with  the 
use  of  the  auto  as  compared  to  the 
faithful  horse.  What  a  vast  Im- 
provement!

.•~urh  a  stamp.  In  part  Mr.  Web- 
ster replied  as  follows: 

"We  are  in  reoept  of  your  letter 
ot  the  7th  iBOtaat,  and  in  reply  to 
your  enquiry  may  say  that  the  spe- 
cial cancellation  'Observe  Sunday' 
is  general  in  it^  purpose,  appealing 
for  better  Sunday  observance,  and 
was  first  put  m  u.se  about  four 
years  ago  nt  certain  postofQccs 
throughout  Canada  at  the  request 
of  the  Lord's  Day  Alliance  of  Can- 
ida  (with  headquarters  ai  Toronto) 
and  of  a  similar  organisation  which 
operates  exclusively  In  the  Province 
of  Quebec:  these  organisations 
bore  the  cast  of  the  special  dies." 

In  hLs  comment.s  on  this  answer, 
the  editor  says:  "We  feel  that  this 
act  of  the  Lord's  Day  Alliance  of 
Canada  is  a  rather  unfortunate 
though  evidently  successful  attempt 
to  drawi  f  etrU  .  govenneai  .  lake 
reiiffleus  propaganda,  for,  aftsr 
all,  the  question  whether  anyone 
ahall  or  shall  not  observe  Sunday  la 
a  religious  qu^.stion  " 

la  there  such  a  lack  of  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  professed 
Christian  churchea  that  they  must 
call  on  the  civil  power  for  aid? 
Who  can  picture  Jesus  requesting 
Caesar  to  use  hit  power  to  ix-opa- 
gate  "the  things  that  are  Ood's?" 

History  l«  plain  that  persecution 
of  Ood  .s  people  is  always  the  result 
of  any  union  of  church  and  state. 
It  i';  alino.st  Invariably  true  that 
maloriue.s  are  In  error  roncerning 
rehmou.s  questions.  Canada  hsus  a 
very  strict  Sunday  law,  yet  Sunday 
observance,  to  an  Increasing  num- 
ber of  people,  Is  beoomlng  a  day 
of  pleasure  and  sport.  This  Is  in 
strong  eontra-st  to  the  State  of 
California,  which  has  the  largest 
per  capita  church -troing  population 
in  the  United  State:;,  and  this 
numhcr  ,  i^plrily  Incren.'.lng.  yet 
California  ha.s  not  had  a  Sunday 
law4n  fifty  years,  but  a  law  fair  to 
labor  and  fair  to  both  Sunday  and 
Sabbath  keeper»-«  ooe-day-la- 
seven  law. 

The  following  words  of  Mr.  Philip 
E.  Wcntworth.  wTlfli.g  in  The  At- 
lantic Monthly  of  .June  I9:i2.  should 
be  thought  iirovoking  to  Canadians 
especially :  "The  church  aware 
of  Its  weaknes.s.  aware  th.it  it  can 
no  longer  command  obedience  to 
Its  teaching  ot  the  time -honored 
method  ot  Invoking  the  wrath  of 
Ood.

The  old  .saying  thai  a  chain  Is 
only  as  strong  as  its  weake.sl  link 
IS  only  too  true  alx>ut  that  body  of 
yours.  You  may  have  a  good  heart 
but  poor  digestive  apparatus,  good 
kidneys  and  weak  lungs  or  broo- 
ckial  tubes,  may  be  pounds  over- 
weight or  pounds  underweight. 

■'Deaths  in  middle  life  are  usually 
due  to  the  giving  out  of  vital  parts 
of  the  body  when  any  strain  Is 
put  on  it.  Just  as  a  strong  looking 
chain  may  give  out  at  one  par- 
ticular link  when  a  heavy  load,  is 
used." 

Nervous  eoUapse,  high  Uood  pres- 
rure,  hardening  dl  the  arteries, 

apoplexy,  heart  failure,  and  Iddney 
disease  are  some  of  the  ailments 
apt  to  set  In  at  this  time. 

Although  anxletj,  worry.  bu."iiness 
care.s.  are  t«)und  to  ftIT<»<  t  pra<  tii'Hl- 
ly  every  organ  in  the  body,  never-

However  It  Is  the  third  factor 
food    where  so  many  nilddle-aged 
individuals  make  the  mistake  that 
brings  on  ill  health  or  perhaps  even 
breaks  their  weak  link 

It  Is  not  that  the  right  kind  of 
food  is  not  eaten,  but  usually  be- 
catise  tbo  much  food  is  eaten,  that 
trouble  arisss. 

When  you  are  young  you  need 
meat  and  eggs  for  body-building 
purposes,  fats  for  protective  piu-- 
poaes,  and  starches  to  give  energy, 
with  fruits  and  vegetables  for  min- 
erals and  vitamins.  As  you  grow 
older  all  these  foods  must  still  be 
eaten,  but  naturally  meats  and 
eggs  are  not  so  necessary,  as  you 
are  not  "growing"  anjr  oMrs.  Fur- 
ther you  are  not  taking  as  much 
esceretse  to  break  down  tissues  to 
be  rebuilt  by  meat  and  eggs. 

Thus  the  first  thought  In  food 
St  middle  age  is  to  cut  down  op 
meat  and  eggs. 
What  about  faU? 
These  must  also  be  cut  down  as 
there  is  not  the  same  need  for 
them,  and  also  because  they  pre- 
vent the  starchy  fpoda  from  being 
burned  or  used  up  sa  rapidly  as 
they  should  be. 

What  about  starches  — poUtoes, 
bread,  sugar,  pastry?  These  sUrch- 
es  must  also  be  cut  down  as  there 
i.s  not  the  .'ame  deinaiul  for  energy 
at  middle  agr,  as  when  you  are 
young,  and  If  more  starchy  food  is 
eaten  than  is  needed,  it  means  an 
increase  in  fat  in  and  about  the 
tissues  of  the  body.  While  you  may 
know  of>a  few  elderly  individuals 
jrho  are  overweight,  most  oC  thow 
who  attain  a  rsal  eU  age  ate  un- 
derweight. 
What  about  fruits  and  vegetables? 
In  a  general  way  It  might  be  .said 
that  even  these  should  be  cut  down 
.slightly,  l>ecause  the  body  really 
doesn't  need  as  much  of  any  kind 
of  food  as  we  grow  older.  Thus  the 
advice  of  diet  research  men  is  that 
all  the  food  must  be  cut  down  by 
ten  to  fifteen  per  cent,  and  meat 
and  eggs  by  t«enty-ftva  par  cent, 
in  men  and  women  iHPpiaMldag  or 
at  middle  Ufe. 

And  the  reasons  for  this  redur- 
tlon  In  food  are  that  the  body 
doesn't  need  It,  that  the  body  can't 
handle  It  as  well  anyway  t>ecause 
the  body  processes  including  the 
ductless  glands  are  gradually  be- 
coming less  active.

STOCKHOLM  (CP).— K.  A.  Wal- 
lenberg, known  as  "the  grand  old 
man  ot  Swedish  finance  and  bank- 
ing." celebrated  his  eightieth  birth- 
day here  recently  Niitional-wlde 
attention  and  the  entire  pre.s.s  paid 
unanimous  tribute  to  his  great  ser- 
vice. 

Mr  Wallenberg,  head  of  the  well- 
known  Wallenberg  family  and  for 
many  yeara  the  leader  of  tbe  power- 
ful Stockholm  SMbUda  Bmui,  oan 
look  back  at  an  unusual  record  of 
ipcsasful  work  and  civic  service. 
Starting  his  career  a.s  n  boy  in  the 
Swedish  merchnnl  marine  and  navy, 
according  to  the  old  tinditlon  of 
his  family,  he  tiK>k  n\(  r  the  leader- 
ship of  the  bank  founded  by  his 
father  and  developed  11  into  Its 
present  position  of  national  im- 
porUnce,  power  and  solkllty.  This 
bank  has  for  many  years  been  the 
malnsUy  of  a  great  part  of  Swed- 
en'a  industrial  life.  Personally  he 
has  originated  and  developed  a 
number  of  leading  Swedish  enter- 
prises and  Institutions 

A  LEADING  PART 
He  bas  f or  many  years  beld  a 

leading  part  In  the  social,  civic, 
communal  and  political  life  of 
Sweden  Tn  February.  1914.  he  was 
appointed  Minister  of  Foreign  Af- 
fairs and  it  is  generally  acknow- 
ledged It  wa.s  his  foresight,  pru- 
dence and  will-power  that  managed 
to  keep  Sweden  out  of  the  Oreat 
War. 

Mr.  Wallenberg  baa  to  bis  credit 
laivar  danatlotii  for  puMla  and  civ- 
ic purposM  than  any  otbar  Swede 
except  Nobel,  originator  of  the  No- 
bel Prise  Foundation  The  Kniit 
and  Alice  Wallenberg  Fund,  dona- 
tad  by  him.  annually  gives  large 
sums  to  various  institutions  of 
national  importance.  Latest  of  these 
gifts  was  a  large  siun  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  Teduieai  Muaaion 
In  Stockholm. 

K.  A.  Wallenberg  reseiriblas  an 
austere  and  Impressive  cltlten  of 
ancient  llom#.  He  seldom  gives  in- 
terviews and  does  not  care  for  per- 
sonal attention  or  publicity.

Dominance  of  FconeaMee  Prevents 
Betterment  of  Haman  Race, 
Bays  ProfesKor  Mailer 

WASHINGTON,  July  15  (UP).  — 
The  dominance  of  economics  over 
our  social  system  causes  the  vast  In- 
equalities of  our  material  and  social 
environment,  making  U  futile  to  at- 
tempt bettering  the  human  rac*, 
says  Professor  H.  J  Muller,  Univer- 
sity of  Tex;us  zoologi;st. 

in  the  current  issue  of  Scientific 
Monthly  Muller  .sets  forth  con- 
vincing evidence  that  "our  economic 
syi^m.  by  exalting  the  acquisition 
of  private  profits,  regardless  of 
what  expenie  to  others,  inctilcates 
predatory  rather  than  conitructlTe 
Ideals." 

Muller  pcrints  out  that  those  en- 
gaged in  the  work  of  inipioving  the 
human  race  put  forth  the  doctrine 
that  the  ecanomcally  dominant 
classes  are  of  higher  calibre.  But. 
he  explains:

a.ssoclatlon  called  the  Fi'iends  of 
the  Foreign  Legion,  an  organization 
endorsed  by  the  hiKhes;  military 
dignitarle.s  and  other  jxTsons  of 
internatinii;il  prominence  Tlil.s  body 
has  for  it.s  purpose  clarification  of 
domestic  and  foreign  prejudice 
against  the  Legion. 

WRONG  IDEA 

"We  In  America."  .said  Ortiz, 
"have  more  often  than  not  wooed 
the  theory  that  the  Foreign  Legion 
is  an  organization  composed  of  the 
reprobates  of  the  earth— a  last 
haven  for  the  criminal  willing  to 
gamble  against  death  in  the  desert 
rather  than  face  Justloe.

Recalling  days  when  Regma  was 
known  as  "Pile  of  Bones"  and  when 
war-bedecked  Indians  swooped  down 
on  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
builders.  Charles  Orr,  of  Saint  John, 
talks  interestingly  of  the  conditions 
at  the  time  of  hi;  .service  with  the 
Northwest  Mounted  Police  between 
1882  and  '84. 

"We'd  arrest  folks  who'd  dis- 
obeyed what  law  there  was,  we'd 
act  as  dispatch  riders  to  points 
east,  we'd  be  doctors  to  the  settlers, 
banisters  to  the  immigrants,"  rem- 
inisced Orr.  "We'd  do  most  any- 
thiut:  to  help  folks.  Ye.s.  we  always 
got  (.:-!•  man.  We  had  to.  It  was 
a  rule,  and  the  Mounted  never 
broke  a  rule." 

When  the  young  Charles  Orr 
drifted  intd  Winnipeg  from  Preder- 
Icton,  N.B..  in  1882.  the  Western 
city  was  about  the  size  of  Freder- 
Icton  today.  Log  huts  dotted  the 
landscape,  streets  were  crooked  pa.s- 
sage.s  unkempt  .and  rutted  with  the 
heavy  traffic  of  o,\-tcam«.  and  .sa- 
lorns  were  numerous.  Traders,  In- 
(lian-.-  i)alfbreed.s  and  adventurers 
formed  a  motley  crowd. 

RED  COATS  FEABED 

"It  v^  n&n  f  hard,  from  what  I  can 
remember  of  fifty-odd  years  ago,  to 
get  a  man  unless  he'd  got  a  good 
start  out  Into  the  wa.stelands  of 
prairie.",  .said  Orr  "The  color  of 
our  coats  kept  the  law  Red  coats 
stor)d  for  law  nnd  order  Red  coat.s 
put  fear  Into  bad  men  s  hearts  and 
meant  Joy  to  peaceful  citizens. 

"There  was  lots  of  trouble  in  those 
days,  of  a  minor  type— trouble  with 
gambler.5,  horse  thieves,  Indians  who 
would  steal  the  clothea  off  a  man'i 
back.  Fort  Ellis  in  those  days  of 
the  Northwest  was  but  a  ahaek- 
town  Fort  Qu'Appelle  wa.s  a  pretty 
little  spot  in  the  valley,  a  son  of 
pe?r.<ti,l  ', .  t  wild  attraeti- enes.^ 
There  were  no  buffalo.  They'd  been 
driven  farther  west  by  nithlesa 
himters. 

"The  Indians  and  halfbreeds  had 
been  cowed  fairly  well  \.hen  I  ar- 
rived. The  Oovernment  ket>t  them 
mos'ly  on  reserves  and  gave  tlum 
Eupplles  to  last  for  three  month.s  at 
a  time,  .supplies  which  would  ,'<rii\e 
on  mlle-!ong  ox  trains— supplie"^ 
which  the  redmm  would  promptly 
barter  for  fire-waier.  burning  hot 
whisky.  They  had  .suclr  a  craving 
for  the  stuff,  which  sent  them  wild, 
that  they'd  ste-p  their  l')bacro  and 
drink  It— awful  stuff  that  would 
make  devils  of  them." 

ATE  POISONOUS  PLANTS 
"Th*"  iminlprants  Would  ea'  almost 
anythttu'  thev  could  get  for  noth- 
ing." said  Orr  "Thou-sands  ate  wild 
parrnip.-'.  a  poisonous  prairie  plant.

Breaking  the  yielding  earth  and 
wrestling  with  problems  of  administration  and 
the  financing  of  great  enterprises,  making 
posalble  the  Canada  of  today,  were  conceived 
In  Inxptratlon  and  made  splc  through  tbelr 
successful  accomplishment. 

Tot  te  9lle  of  all  thU  ^lstlfled  materlalUm. 
and  no  doubt  Influenced  to  some  estent  by  the 
virile  and  spectacular  progrees  of  the  country 
biOftttM  of  It,  there  has  been  developed  at  the 
same  time  In  the  iOllle  Of  wme  of  our  coun- 
trymen and  womM  tiM  dMire  to  express  their 
feelings  in  mediums  more  ascetic  than  the 
spectacle  of  the  necessary  sack  of  flour  creates 
in  the  housewife,  the  pile  of  manufactured 
hunber  brings  to  the  builder,  or  the  laflOti  of 
precious  or  base  metals,  ready  to  be  convert'* 
ed  Into  various  uses,  engenders  in  the  minds 
Of  ftrtma  and  flMnnfftotwir.

THIS  mftrvelous  growth  of  the  country, 
largely  brought  about  by  the  untiring  ef- 
forts of  their  fellows,  and  undoubtedly  In- 
mrired  primarily  by  the  spell  whieh  the  Cana- 
dian seasons  and  the  country's  lovely  .sr^^nlr 
prospects,  were,  and  are.  bound  to  exert  to  a 
greater  or  keMr  extent  in  tho  ooorae  of  ttmo 
over  all  privileged  to  live  within  If.s  boun- 
daries, could  hardly  help  but  be  responsi- 
ble for  tho  erefttlon  of  ft  dertri  le  depict  on 
canvas  or  portray  in  Inspiring  WIffdS  some- 
thing of  the  Impressions  felt. 

Tkne.  the  Oanftdtan  land  has  net  produetd 
a  Turner  or  a  Tenny.son;  but  Its  early  history 
long  ago  inspired  a  Parkman.  while  the  urge 
to  catch  ecwwWtlng  of  its  Impelling  beautlea 
and  the  splilf  of  ILs  makrrs  has  produced  a 
wealth  of  art  and  literature  very  little  inferior 
to  the  beet  produced  anywhere  te  svmtal  g«n- 
eratlons  past.  This  Is  somKhtnjf  about  which 
we  can  hold  our  heads  up  a  trifle,  considering 
that  the  superiority  In  pepuhition  and  the 
greater  wealth  of  some  sister  nations  should 
be  much  more  favorable  to  the  development 
Of  an  aitlstlo  atwoephere. 

Fortunately  there  are  no  roynl  roads  the 
painter  or  writer  must  travel  in  expremteg 
what  is  eeen  m  foit  Ivon  te  Ibiw  miirii 
davs  there  are  apparently  no  common  high- 
ways to  be  conventionally  timvereed  te  art  or 
literature.

Such  actions  only  cause  the  many,  who 
are  after  all  the  Judicious,  to  grieve,  and  It  is 
only  the  one  who  toils  independently  and  i>ic- 
turae  what  he  aeea  and  feel*  ot  the  Canadian 
land,  and  at  the  same  time  compels  the  man 
who  has  come  In  contact  with  the  scene  pic- 
tured or  deecrlbed  to  appreolate  Its  appeal, 
who  can  hope  to  achieve  real  satisfaction, 
which  after  aU  is  the  goal  of  the  artist  who 
•tans  to  *lMld  the  mirror  up  to  nature."  No 
mechanical  artist  can  hope  to  do  that;  and  it 
is  beyond  the  say-so  of  new-fangled  schools 
and  their  proponente  to  force  a  picture  or  a 
poem,  which  cannot  rffect  through  what  either 
may  pretend  to  convey  any  reaction  of  ap- 
preelatlin  or  apentaneooe  trfbole  fram  the 
RrnunrlUnRs  who  have  only  a  denr  regard  for 
the  truth  of  things  and  a  pretty  sense  of 
beauty,  vlrtuea  which  ahould  ba  vary 
in  a  people  blessed  Vdth  the  hOte< 
environment. 

Proper  Foundation 

ONCE  ncviulrlng  the  fundamentals  of  their 
chosen  arts,  a  very  real  necessity,  Cana- 
dians would  do  well  to  Interpret  their  country 
a.s  they  feel  It,  to  the  end  that  a  fitting  foun- 
dation for  a  future  Canadian  art  and  literature 
may  be  properly  eetabllehed.  Then  la  no  look 
of  in.spirntlon.  From  the  lovely  lakes  and 
highlands  of  Cape  Breton,  the  valleys  of  the 
the  pletoresque  ruggedness  of 
and  the  lake  country  of  Ontario,  the 
of  pralrlft  landscapes,  the  grandeur 
Of  the  Rocky  Mountain  ranges,  to  tee  per- 
sistent beauties  of  the  Pacific  Coa-st,  all  the 
land  Is  fertile  with  prospects  appealing  to  the 
pftlnler  fts  well  aa  furnishing  themaa  ripe  tot 
4he  pan  or  the  poet.

And  while 
others  may  disagree  with  me.  being  good 
Canadians  and  wholly  satisfied  that  their  own 
particular  environment  is  the  moat  beautiful 
of  aU.  X  submit  with  aB  iteeerlty,  honeet^ 
believing  it  to  be  true,  thftt  M  psrt  of  Canada 
can  offer  such  diversity  of  acene  for  the  artist, 
and  vMcli  aaaii  nraet  stinniiate  in  the  ob- 
aerrn  every  de.stre  to  ratch  and  tranaflr  its 
many  phases  of  loveliness.

Mount  Newton  and  the 
Thomsbn  Farm 

Ttm  two  churehes.  OathoUo  and  Angli- 
can, which  stand  in  thf  valley  where 
ths  Thomson  Farm  spreads  out  south 
Of  Mount  MOwton.  an  plate  bulkttngs,  m 
staple  and  unpretentfcma  M  tbo  plOMom  WllO 
UfOd  then  long  ago. 

On  tho  wast  aaanleh  Rood.  Just  north  of 
8t^y1i  Orossroad.  is  an  Indian  Reserve,  and 
thsro,  by  Bagan  Creek,  is  the  Catholic  ceme- 
tory,  and  further  up  tho  Mil  tho  rectory,  ban 
and  church. 

White  men  and  Indians  are  burled  a  thO 
gravoyard.  A  strange  assortment  of  namM 
and  nationalities.  Father  Leroy  from  Belgium, 
the  Hagans  from  Ireland,  the  Margotte  family, 
and  Mary  Oraveiie.  pioneer.  On  tho.  toft  of 
the  (rate  arp  the  Indian  graves.  Many  of 
them  are  unnamed,  but  most  of  them  have 
flowers  growing  on  them,  tulips  and  daffodils, 
polyanthus  and  Canterbury  bells.  "Hiere  Is  a 
stone  in  memory  of  Henry  Oleh-Oum-Tum, 
Ohkf  of  aaanleh,  who  died  hi  1W2.  There, 
too,  an  Mary  8ka-Ck>-Loet,  wife  of  William 
So-ft-Lo-Kwoa,  and  Qualeh-6ha-Man,  brother 
of  Baleh-Kaft^fhi.  who  dkd  a  ITN. 

Simple  Little  Building 

rOB  flrst  ohunh  wm  by  tho  baeh.  Ttion 
the  hall  was  used  as  a  church,  and  on  the 
celling  arc  the  marks  of  the  partitions  dividing 
tho  otwal  nmm,  to  cm  of  whMi  tho  ptkst 
slept  with  oM  bfftrskln  for  a  mattress  and 
ADOiher  pulled  oar  him.  The  first  priest  of 
•n  had  a  rtMltor  m  tho  hill  anoa  tho  nad. 
and  a  ditch  dug  round  his  bed.  The  pre.ient 
church  Is  simple  Inside,  just  ft  fsw  statues,  and 
plelafM  of  Our  X<ard  m  Hk  My  to  tho  Omss. 

On  this  reserve  lives  o!d  Chief  David,  who 
clftlms  that  he  can  remember  when  the  Beaver 
brought  tho  flat  cftttlo  to  tho  fort.  WhM  ths 
Indians  .saw  the  bljj  homed  beasts  coming 
Bshon  and  darting  into  the  thickets,  they  were 
terrUkd  and  Mwoght  them  oirU  splrltft  Bto- 
forv.  however,  .says  that  when  the  animals 
were  tamed  and  broken  in  for  work  they  wen 
tumod  looM  to  gnoo.  and  tho  Indkns.  who 
regarded  all  animals  sa  lawful  game,  killed 
ths  finest  and  fattest  of  the  herd.  Plnlayson 
ikmaalail  pMkhaont  of  tbo  offandaa.  a 
ftun  to  the  value  of  the  animals  killed.  Ihe 
Indians  refused  and  a  low  days  totor 
MNi  ftrsi  B      oaUr  »  VtataWb 
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•nd  knowledge  of  the  Indians'  ways  that  dis- 
aster was  averted.  Furs  were  brought,  the 
pipe  of  peace  smoked,  and  tho  Indians  realised 
that  the  cattto  won  tho  propaty  of  tho 

white  men. 

St.  Stephen's  Church  is  at  the  end  of  a  nar- 
row lane  coming  down  from  the  Mount  New- 
ton Crossroad.  The  church  itself,  surrounded 
bgr  old  trees  growing  closely  round  Its  white 
walls  and  reddish  roof,  looks  over  the  fields 
and  oak  trees  to  the  Catholic  rectory,  with  its 
variety  of  trees  and  shrubs,  and  on  to  where 
the  water  of  the  Inlet  glistens  at  the  foot  of 
the  Malahat  hills.  It  k  ft  peftceful  place,  the 
quail  calling  to  one  another,  the  sound  of  a 
pheasant  on  the  hill,  and  in  ttie  distance  OOM 
and  absop  graainf  In  tho  sunlit  valley.

Gave  Land  to  Church 

rB  TiMnsoas  gave  fin  aera  from  the 
centre  of  their  farm,  the  little  church 
WM  built,  and  on  June  3,  1862,  Bishop  Hill 
eamo  out  fram  Vieterta  to  consociato  It.  In 
hLs  Journal  tho  BUhop  de.scrlbes  how  he,  thp 
Archdeacon,  and  Lieutenant  Vemey  rode  off 
to  aaanleh  at  T  o'clock  on  a  beontlfnl  morning. 

JttSt  about  half  »,)v  tlipv  ()*Trtook  thr  cart  of 
proTMons  which  had  been  sent  off  the  day 
bofon.  It  had  broken  down.  ai|)d  tho  party 
had  ramp^'d  for  thr  night,  only  tobo  awakened 
by  the  growling  of  a  bear.  Tho  Bkbop  took 
tho  botlsr  and  tho  ArchdsooM  ths  brood. 

and  they  went  M  to  the  village  whero  about 
sixty  friends  Ma  Victoria  had  ridden  or 
drtnn  oat  to  tfarir  oaniogw  for  Iho  oonosera- 
tion  of  the  ohnnh> 

Among  the  graves  In  the  churchyard  with 
the  May  trees  at  the  gate  are  a  number  of 
simple  headstones  to  tho  mnnory  of  early 
pioneers.  John  Orteg,  Thomas  Sketch  and 
Goorge  Rlggs.  By  an  tvy-corered  tree  is  the 
grave  of  Duncan  lAAaMr.  a  natln  of  Scotland, 
and  across  the  path  the  ThomAm  plot,  where 
William,  Arehlbold  Stophon.  Hugh  Bruce  and 
Robert  Bums  Thomson  an  burtod. 

It  Is  fitting  that  Dunran  Lldgate  and  the 
Thomson  children  should  have  been  burled  in 
thk  uhMii»Md  tohi  troa  lla  oentnof  thsk 
farm.

Thpn  I  hrard  a  curiou.s 
gnmtlng  noise  behind  me,  and,  turning,  saw 
her  on  ft  bed  In  the  corner  beside  the  stove. 

She  was  vrry,  vory  old  and  very,  very  small.

Settled  at  Mount  Newton 

ABOUT  the  .samo  time  a  young  man  called 
William  Thomson  came  to  Fort  Victoria. 
At  that  bme  fiaanleh  was  a  wilderness,  nei- 
ther roads  nor  ssttlers  among  the  hills  and 
valleys  when  woh«s.  bears  and  panthers 
roamed  at  will.  Thomson  set  out  to  explore 
the' conn' I  V.  and  later  applied  for  1.000  acres 
noar  the  present  Mount  Newton.  He  and  three 
wMte  mon  wont  by  canoe  to  Saanich.  a  trip  of 
four  days  from  Victoria. 

Meanwhile  Thomson  had  falkn  In  love  with 
Duncan  Lldgate's  stepdaughter.  They  were 
married  and  at  flr.st  thpy  lived  in  Victoria. 
Then,  when  Thomson  had  built  a  four-roomed 
houa  at  Baanteh.  they  went  out  then  to  Ure. 
and  in  1859  Alexander  Thom.son  was  bom.  The 
house  was  enlarged,  the  farm  spread  out  in 
tho  valky,  and  ths  hospHaaty  of  thk  famUy 
of  fifteen  children  bosomo  ft  hywovd  thnR«h 
the  neighborhood.

••Thon  are  not  many  famUies  who  may  use 
that  mask,  and  those  who  do  an  nry  proud 
of  It.  Ihat  k  why  I  put  it  on  the  totem,  that 
an  who  sN  It  WlU  know  that  my  father's 
people  belong  to  Ctaa  who  aar  ua  the  Miy- 
Why." 

Quil-Kay-MUth  looted  at  his  old  mother.  "I 
think  that's  all  the  story,  motherf  ho  asked. 
She  held  her  hands  out  towards  him,  and  I 
thought  sho  would  fall  oft  the  bed  in  her 
M  she  talhsd  and  gootioiilotsd.

Op  prime  Importance  to  the  engineer  and 
surveyor  in  the  planning  of  such  major 
enterprises  as  the  construction  of  a  power 
plant,  with  its  flumes  and  canals,  or  the  pro- 
jecting of  a  railway  line,  with  its  bridges, 
culverts  and  tunnels.  Is  the  elevation  of  the 
site  for  the  project  and  tha  ralatlott  of  its 
liricht  to  the  sitrroundlng  country.  Economy 
ill  coiiiitiucLitin  and  often  the  ultimate  feasi- 
bility of  the  scheme  depend  «»  UN  aaallabiaty 
of  this  Information  before  tht  ITdrk  is  entered 
upon.  Elevations  In  Canada*  in  ail  Mari- 
time eouatrlea,  are  based  «S  the  maa  ar 
average  level  of  the  .sea  and  the  work  of  bring- 
ing this  imporUnt  data  fTaas  our  aea  coast  In- 
htnd  is  aa  important  part  tlw  tfutlsa  of  the 
Oeodetic  Survey  aC  **ft'*ifni 

The  astual  determination  of  mean  sea  level 
at  a  primary  tidal  sUtion  is  made  by  the  Tidal 
and  Ourreat  Oivlalan  of  tha  WlKiugiaiilim 
Survey,  Department  of  Marine.  Five  primary 
tidal  stations,  upon  which  the  Canadian  levels 
are  baaed,  are  operated  by  the  B^^hagtapWe 
Survey,  two  on  the  Atlantic  Coast  at  Halifax 
and  Yarmouth,  Nova  Scotia;  one  in  the  Oulf 
of  St.  Lawrenot  at  Esther  Point,  Quebec;  and 
two  on  the  Pacific  Coast  at  Vancouver  and 
Prince  Rupert,  British  Columbia.  lAt  tha 
request  of  the  Oeodedic  Society,  a  alatlan  haa 
also  been  maintained  for  the  past  several 
years  at  Churchill  on  Hudson  Bay  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  a  primary  determination  of 
mean  sea  level  will  be  available  whta  Ibt 
geodetic  levels  reach  that  point.  They  art 
at  present  within  256  mile.s  of  ChurchllL 

.  Recording  Sea  Level 

IT  is  interesting  to  note  how  the  mean  level 
of  the  ever-restless  sea  is  secured.  Hie 
tidal  recording  machine  Is  placed  «■  tlje  epn 
sea  coast  and  by  this  means  an  automat  it- 
record  of  the  level  of  the  sea  Is  obtained.  The 
usual  type  of  station  la  butll  oa  a  ortb  and 
contains  the  recording  apparatus  and  the  well 
for  the  float  reaching  down  into  the  water. 
The  level  of  the  water  in  the  well  Is  protected 
from  the  rapid  fluctuation  caused  by  the 
action  of  the  waves  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
opening  at  the  bottom  of  the  well  Is  very 
small.  As  the  tides  rise  and  fall  and  cllmatlo 
conditions  aflect  the  level  of  the  open  sea,  the 
level  of  the  water  in  the  well  vanes.  Conse- 
qutatly  the  float  aiovea  upwards  aad  down- 
wards with  the  water  and  the.se  movement.-, 
art  recorded  on  a  graph  by  a  pencil  controlled 
by  the  float. 

The  record  is  removed  either  daily  or  weekly 
and  the  hourly  elevations  staled  off.  Tidal 
records  are  usually  listed  in  lunar  periods. 
Ihe  meaa  level  of  the  water  (rf  the  sea  during 
one  day  may  vary  by  several  feet  from  mean 
sea  level,  due  to  local  cllmatlo  conditions; 
from  one  month's  observations  tha  diffsrtnce 
may  be  six-tenths  of  a  foot ;  and  from  a  year's 
records  the  elevation  may  be  within  two- 
teatha  cS  a  feat  Sena  years  obaorvatlona  at 
p  primary  tidal  station  are  now 
sidered  necsssary  for  first 
tlon  of  astan  ssa  level.

IN  the  vicmity  of  the  Udal  stations  on  the 
Atlaatic.and  Paelfle  peiaiaaaat  beach 
marks  are  esUblished  by  the  Oeoddla  Barvtf 
and  from  these,  westward  and  eastwatd,  ttROi 
of  levels  are  run  aeroas  the  Domlaioa,  eatrr- 
Ing  sea  level  datum  wherever  it  la  fegttlred 
Up  till  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1181-33  4 
total  Of  24.559  miles  of  precise  leveU  and  11, IM 
aillOB  of  Bteondary  levda  had  been  run.

Ji  I  V  !*  1723,  was  the  birthday  of  one  of 
cutest  of  Kngllsh  painters.  Joshua 
F{<  wif  ld"  wa-s  !  .ie  son  of  a  clergyman  at 
Plympton  Sari,  m  Devonshire.  He  began  to 
paint  very  young  and  was  sent  to  London  to 
ake  ^f  j.v  ns  m  art.  There  he  made  friends 
With  Conunodore,  afterwards  Admiral.  Keppel. 
who  Invited  him  to  go  to  Italy  with  him.  There 
he  .itudled  in  many  cities,  but  unfortunately 
caught  cold,  which  caused  incursble  deafness. 
TWe  aflletlon  did  not  prevent  the  painter 
from  making;  and  keeping  friends.  Among 
theee  were  Or.  Johnson.  Ooldsmlth,  Burke,

They  run  into  about 
fWfrtelh  family  names  wMeh  eaa  be  traced 
back  to  thp  dsv.s  of  iiersecutlon  In  Moravia  and 
Tyrol  in  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth 
eentttrtea. 

Hie  families  are  grouped  together  in  a  sort

Item 
economy  Is  traditional.  During  the  Winter  the 
hum  of  the  spUming  wheel  can  be  heard  and 
me  wool  spun  m  uuiuioii  giwy.  thrw  ib  wo 
private  property  and  no  choice  nf  occupatlor. 
A  system  of  shifts  is  used  for  handling  such 
work  as  mlUdBg,  cooking,  ete. 

Only  Boss  Has  Money 

No  one  except  the  boes  or  '  Wirt "  has  any 
money,  and  there  is  a  epedaHaatton  of 

function  under  him— farm  boss,  cow  boas,  hog 
boss.  etc.  Discipline  Is  maintained  by  the 
force  of  community  opinion.  An  offender 
against  tlip  economic  or  so<  ial  rocies  of  llie 
OOBUttUnity  is  dealt  with  by  the  method  of 
SVOMsace  or  shunning,  and  the  practice  of 
being  "Btt  back  from  meeting"  or  probation  is 
used.  Church  services  on  Sunday  are  lengthy, 
with  manuscript  sermons,  and  in  many  cases 
hslf-hoor  servloea  are  held  on  week  days.  Malt 
members  of  m%tiirt  gft  takt  pMt  In  buateaM 
meetings. 

WMnen  have  not  yet  succeeded  In  Mccrcislng 
•ttthority  ofBclally.  wliatever  they  may  have 
uMClQM^ly.  In  this  the  Hutterlte  communal 
wiMmtleB  differ*  from  tha  Deakhobar 
organisation  as  In  the  Doukiiobor  organisation 
it  would  appear  that  women  have  consider- 
able influence  and  they  speak  with  the  same 
freDdom.  and  apparently  UMlr  Views  kavt  M 
mucli  weight  as  the  men.

rose  to  the  surface  In  friendly  fashion  as  young 
Bill  preferred  a  tempting  worm.  The  latest 
inhabitant  of  the  pool  Is  "Jeunesse,"  a  bronxe 
figure  of  great  beauty  which  Mr.  Allen's  dis- 
cerning eye  lighted  ui>on  during  the  demolition 
of  a  fine  old  house  in  Victoria  only  a  few 
weelc.s  ago.  She  had  adorned  an  imposing 
stairca.?e,  her  arm  raised  to  hold  an  electric 
light  globe,  and  now  she  stands  on  a  plinth, 
tip- tilted  and  ga?,ing  Into  the  pool  below.

Roses  Abound  in  Garden 

THE  rose  aibom  (wa  hasvy  with  fragrant 
climber.^  and  the  lack  of  mildew,  blight 
and  other  prevalent  garden  discrepancies  is 
most  noticeable.

There  is  a  tiny  pool  fringed  with 
bullrushee  and  Japanese  irlees.  and  great 
mas.^es  of  campanula  abound  among  clumpe 
of  spirea,  marigolds  and  peonies.  And  every- 
where there  are  roees.

ThLs  Is  In 
accordance  with  historic  precedent 
There,  the  .<^i.xty- three-gun  salute  Is 
made  up  of  twenty -one  gun-s  fur  the 
Royal  salute:  twenty-one  for  the  City 
of  Lm^.  and— tor  good  measure— 
twenty-one  gons  fer  the  Ttmar  o( 
London  itself. 

Our  innumerable  visitors  this 
year  will  find  equally  innumerable 
matters  of  that  sort  about  which  to 
ask  questions.

A  rasp- 
berry souffle  takes  a  lot  of  beating, 
but  to  my  mind  thcv  are  better 
cold.  A  ra-spberry  cream  seems  to 
be  the  simplest  form  of  serving 
them,  and  It  has  the  addtUonal 
merit  of  eliminating  the  ptps.  But 
if  cream  is  not  wanted,  a  pleasant 
dlA  can  be  effeoted  by  putting 
half  a  pound  o<  raspberrtsa  Into  a 
bowl  with  the  same  quantity  of 
castor,  or  powdered  sugar,  mixing 
well  together  and  beating  in  the 
white  of  an  egg.  Whisk  well  till 
the  mixture  is  well  blended  and 
frothy,  and  serva  as  oold  as  you 
can. 

If  you  want  your  raspberries  hot, 
let  me  recommend  this  tart.  Make 
some  puff  pastry,  roll  it  out  thin, 
and  lino  a  shallow  ple-dlsh  with 
It.  flU  it  nearly  full  with  rasp- 
berries and  iprinkle  them  with 
castor  sugar.

CPBBitY  B1F£  JAM 
Four  packed  cups  (two  pounds) 
pitted  crushed  eiiMTles,  seven  eups 
(three  pounds)  sugar,  one  quarter 
cup  water,  one  bottle  liquid  pectin. 

Use  only  fully  ripened  fruit.  Pit 
'-hernc.s,  crush  thoroughly  and  mea- 
I  iure  Into  large  kettle.  Add  water. 
.  ;ir  until  mixture  bolls,  cover  and 
simmer  fifteen  minutes.  Measure 
sugar  into  preserving  pan.  Add  pre- 
pared fruit,  packing  each  cup  solid- 
ly and  iUUng  up  the  last  cup  or 
maktog  up  weight  with  water,  if 
necessary.  Mix  watt  and  bring  to 
a  full  rolling  boU  over  hottest  fire. 
Stir  constantly  before  and  while 
boiling.  Boll  hard  three  mtautes. 
Remove  from  fire  and  stir  In  pec- 
tin Then  stir  and  skim  by  turns 
for  Just  five  minutes  to  cool  slight- 
ly to  prevent  floating  fruit  Pour 
quickly.  Cover  hot  Jam  with  film 
of  hot  paraffin;  when  Jam  Is  cokl. 
cover  with  cue  eighth  inch  hot 
paraffin. 

Roll  glas-ses  to  .spread  paraffto  on 
sides.  Tor  stronger  cherry  flavor, 
add  one  quarter  teaspoon  almond
